When the report of the committee on 
pensions had been read Chairman 
Walker moved that it Iw adopted a> a 
whole. 

A question arose over tho advisibility 
of using the phrase "property " when 
speaking of a "pension," and several of 
the comrades favored ciianging the re- 
ports so as to speuk of pension right.s 
Instead of property ri-lits. Comrade 
Warner of Alistiouri ami (Jliurlos Town- 
send of Oliio ajiproved the report as 
read, both onuiliinenting the commit- 
tee on the carefulness of its work. 
Considerable discussion followed, prin- 
cipally on technical point.'*, but when 
it came to a final vote every drlej^alo 
stood to his feet. Tlicro wa.s no one 
voting in tlie uet;ative.

They 
refuaod, but tindly promised to settle 
all suspended cases within two weeks." 

When lhi.-< trlegram wiw read a dele- 
gate erietl out at the top of his voice: 
"We want to hear notiinig from thi.>m." 
and the laugh which followed was gen- 
eral. 

[he encampment was about ready to 
rn when the committee, to wliicli 
een referred the budget of resolu- 
I submitted by individual delegates, 
appeared with its report. The memorial 
ana resolution that the pay of soldiers 
in the late war be ma<le upon the gold 
basis by congress, was, on tho reeoui- 
raendation of the committee, laid on 
tho table. 

On the memorial demanding that the 
law giving preference to veterans in 
the public service be enforce^, the com- 
mittee reportM teTflimbljr, uA it was 
adopted. 

The memorial suggesting appropriate 
exercises as a substitute for the parade 
of the annoal anoampmant wm not ap> 

proved. 

The memorial asking for the restora- 
tion of public lands in Oklahoma for a 
soldiers home was referred by the coni- 
mittee to the council of administratiuu, 
with power to act. 

The memorial asking that transport 
ImMm ba furnished to those soldiers en- 
^tl«a to artificial limbs to plaOM where 
tney can get the limlw which thtrr pre- 
fer, was approved and the reaofation 
adopted. 

The resolution asking the Grand 
Jiimj posts to bold appropriate ser- 
vices on Washington's birtuday, .was 
indorsed by the committea and passed 
by tfie enoampment 

The committee reported adversely to 
snstaining tne appeal of C. 8. Cole of 
QUnois from the department decision, 
ti N>t^ thia. grand . Asny. can . not collect 



debts for n>eml)ers ana toe encamp- 
ment so voted. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Beath of 
Philadelphia submitted a lengthy re- 
port relative to memorials for changes 
fn the constitution and rules. They are 
of no public importance, affecting' but 
minor i)oints of the rules of the order. 
A long and wearisome discussion f<d- 
lowed upon an appeal from the decision 
of the departmeht of Wisconsin re- 
ga.rdin" the H«niority of posts.

Chicaoo, Sept. 8.— Two fast trains on 
the Pennsylv.inia railroatl crashed into 
each other near Colebour, a small town 
near the Indiana state line, yesterday 
morning, and in an instant 11 lives 
were loet and ne^ly a score of other 
nnf or tunatea w^ nalmed andmanicled.

The ca.sualty appears to have .been 
the result of a blunder ino.\cuaabie by 
even the railroad officials. Two trains 
were scheduled to pass south on the 
single line of the track between Cole- 
hour, Ills., and Hammond, Ind., con 
structed by the Pennsylvania to meet 
the exigencies of the world's fair traffic. 
At about the same time a train wad 
due nt^rtli on the track, and this ny- 
pear.s to have been fully understood in 
the train dispatcher's otHce. It w.hs 
arranged to give the north train, due 
at the Union depot at \):-i.> o'clock with 
milk and way jiiis-sen^'er.-i from Val- 
paraiso. Ind.. thi» riKhl of way, audit 
wa.s ordered to proi'eed toward' Chicago 
and it did tso at th« rate of 30 mile.s an 
hour. 

In th'' mei'iitiiiie trains No. lOd aii'! 
12, the lattt r tin? Panhandle expre--s. 
was suppobed to have been held on tlie 
double track at Colehour, to await tlie 
pasnage of No. 43, th" milk train. 
Orders were jiiven the opt ratur at CoIi - 
hour to hold No. 160 but notiiiiicr wan 
said to him about No. 12. Ho obeyed 
orders a;u1 No. 12 was allov.fd to entt r 
upon the single track on its si-liedule 
time running 10 miles uii hour, directly 
toward.-! tlie milk train, whicdi had allso 
bi'en ),'ivcn the right of way in an op- 
posite direction on the same track. Tho 
Panhandle express had proceeded but a 
short (iihtance on its way and was 
rounding a slight curve when the mill; 
train was sighted ahead, anil the tw(^ 
trains scarcely slacking in speed in tho 
short distance, dashed into each other. 

The wreck wliich ensued was com- 
plete. Tbo engine crews saved their 
fives by jumping. The two loc ino 
lives came tegi'thcr with a crasii th:it 
wrecked both, and drove the baggage- 
car of the Panh.indle train completely 
through the smokiiif^car behind it. 

In this car were al.out 40 passengers, 
and in it the los^ of lite oc< nrred. So 
completely v. as the car \vre<'ked that it 
seemed miraculous that any of thuse in 
it escaped alive; but when the rescuers 
rallied to the scene and began the work 
of securing the bodies of th(> dead and 
rescuing the i . jured. it was found that 
many who had been on the ill-fated car 
were foremost in their ranks.

DEATH OF HAMILTON FISH. 



The Ex-flrcrctarjr of Htat« DIm at His 
Cnimtry Renldrnre, Oarrlioni, N. T. 

Oabrisoks, Sept. 8.— Hon. Hamilton 
nth, ex*«coretary of etate, died at his 
country residence here yesterday. 

Mr. Fish leaves a family of six chil- 
dren, his wife having died in 1880. His 
children are Hamilton fish, lawyer; 
Nicholaa Fish of the Arm of Harriman 
* Oompany, bankers; Mr. Stnyvesant 
Fish, president of the Illinois Central 
railroad; Mrs. A. J. Benjamin. Mrs. I. 
L. Rogers and Mrs. Sidney Webster. 
The funeral servlees will be hod at 
Olea dyse on ne)t Sunday. 

Klnemplilcal. 

Hamilton Fish wa.-, born In New York 
city, Aug. 3, 1K08. He w as Kraduated from 
Columbia in lh27, studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the b.ir in isHO. Ho wa.s several 
years a commissioner of deeds. In politics 
he was a Whia. and was the defeated can- 
didate of that party fcjr the state as.sembly 
in It&i. In IfU'i he was elected a repre- 
sentative in congress from the Sixth di<)- 
trict of New York and served one term. In 
IMO he WHS a candidate for lieutenant jjov- 
ernor. The Whig candidate for governor, 
•Tohn Young, was elected, but Mr. Fish, who 
had incurrid tlie hostility of the antlrent- 
ers by his warm denunciation of their prin- 
ciples, was defeat«d. !■ IMS he wa.s chosen 
governor by about .30,000 majority. In 1H.M 
he was elected United States senator in 
place of Daniel S. Dickinson. In the sen- 
ate be opposed the repeal of the Missouri 
compromise and acted with the Republican 
party from its formation to th'.' end of hi« 
term. On hia return from a trip to Pliirope he 
took aa active part in the ctrntpaign th:it 
resulted In the election of Abraham Lin 
coin. In January, 1868, in conjunction 
with Bishop Ames, he was appointed by 
Secretary Stanton a commissioner to visit 
the United States soldiers Imprisoned at 
Rich and elsewhere "to lelieve . their ne 
cessitiesand provide for their comfort." 
The Confederate government deelined 
to admit the eommissioaers within their 
lines, but intimated their readi- 
ness to negotiato tor a general exchange of 
the prisonets of war. The vsanlt 
was an agreement for an equal ex- 
change which was carried out substantial- 
ly to the end of the war. In 1868 he aided 
in the election of General Oraat, was ap- 
pointed secretary of state by him ia March, 
1869, and was reappointed at the beginning 
of his second term in March 1873, serving 
from March 11. 1809, to March 12, 1877. On 
Feb. 1^, 1871, the president appointed him 
one of the oommisHioners on the part of 
the United States to negotiato tho treaty 
of \Va>hiii_aon, which was signed by him 
on .May S of that year. He effected a set- 
tlement of the long-st.inding nnrthwestern 
lunuidary dispute, giving the i-laiid of S,:ii 
■Inan to the I'liited Stiiteti, and snci i ^s 
fully resisted an effort by (ireat Britain 
to change the terms of the e.v- 
truditioii treaty by tinmicipal legisla- 
tion; in the settlement of the Alnt)ama 
guostion he procured the atf eptance of a 
doctrine by the tieneva trilmnal securing 
the I'nited .States against < i.iinis for indi- 
rect (lamaKes arising out of Fenian raids 
or C'ub.m lillihustering expeditions. In 
Noveinl)er, 1*73, he negotiated with Admi 
ral Kolo, Spanish minister at Wasbinglon, 
the settlement of the "Virginius" (pies- 
[ion. Me was for some years president ol 
the New York Historical society, and was 
president general of the New York Society 
of the Cincinnati.

Raceland, La., Sept. 8.— A severe 

cyclone struck the pretty little town of 
liockport, on Baj'ou Lafourche, at 0. a. 
tn., and left it a nmss of ruins and des- 
olation. Strong winds had been rag- 
ing all night, accompanied by rain. 
No serious results were appreheniled 
until the wind shifted suddenly to tlie 
southwest and blew at a terrible rate, 
carrying everything in its i)ath. 

Tlie mie store of W. G. Barrios was 
half demolished and all the good.s in- 
jured; the store of Paul Jleyer and re.-.i- 
denco was completely demolished, the 
residence of Gus Abritat, the residence 
and cotleebouse of C. J. Richards. 
Oliver Rivet's barber shop, Isadore Le 
Blacs' residence, G. D. Barrios' large 
cooper shop. Convent of the Immacu- 
late Conception and Peter PuUucky's 
fruit shop, were completely destroyed.

Third Will Soon Be in Ihn Hand* of tho 
OflMi* 9t Um Law, Who Ar* In Hot 



Delta, Colo., Sept. 8.— Cashier A. T. 
Blachly of the Farmers' and Mer- 
chants' bank was shot dead while de- 
fending his trust yesterday morning by 
three robbers. Two of the robbers are 
dead and the third will soon be in the 
hands of the officers of the Uw, wko 
are in hot pursuit. 

The above sentences form the brief 
but sad story of a bloody tragedy that 
occurred here. The whole town is wild 
with excitement, and many are the 
vows of vengeance beard. 

The bu-siness of the Farmers* and 
Merchants' was proceeding as usual. 
There had been quite a number of 
customers in the earlier hours of the 
business day, but about 10:30 there was 
a slight lull. About 10:45 o'clock, when 
no customers were present, three men 
marched into the bank and covered 
those present with their guns. The 
spokesman, presenting his revolver at 
the head of Cashier Blachly, demanded 
that he hand over what funds there 
were in the bank, "and be quick 
about it." 

But Mr. Blachly did not propose to 
give up the fund* under his charge. 
His resolution was fatal to him. 

Hr. Blachly refused to band over the 
money. The robber without any fur- 
ther warning opened fire on the un- 
fortunate man- killing him instantly. 

The three men then grabbed all cash 
in sight, amounting perhaps to about 
$100. Then they started for the out- 
side where their horses were hitched, 
but here they met their Nemesis, whose 
work was swift and sure. 

W. Ray Simpson keeps a h.irdware 
store near the bank. The noise of the 
shot that killed Door Blachly attracted 
his attention. The uproar bad also 
drawn quite a crowd of people to the 
spot. But they were not prepared for 
the robbers, while Simp;; )n was. His 
trusty Winchester was loaded and he 
was a cool and sure .shot. Simpson 
got into the street in front of the biuik 
just as the three robbers were rushing 
out of the building. 

The sharpshooting hardware man 
opened fire at once, while the robbers 
were attempting to mount their horsse. 
His aim was sure. "Crack!" and* a 
rol^ber bit the dust, never to rise again. 
A muffled cheer rose from the bystand- 
ers. "Crack!" Another robber was 
hurled into eternity with his boots on 
and his prayers unsaid. This took 
place in less time than it takes to tell 
It. but the few seconds were the tempo- 
rary salvation for the remaining rob- 
ber, who was enabled to mount his 
horse and start down the road for the 
surroundiujg country. 

By this time the bank was the center 
of an excited, angry mtlltitude of citi- 
zens. Tbey recovered from the shock 
and while a few tender hands went into 
the bank and carried out the lifeless re- 
mains of the heroic cashier, others 
rushed to their homes, secured horsee, 
guns and ammunition and set off after 
the fleeing robber. 

The identity of tbo robbers is a mys- 
tery yet. The bodies of the two n»sas- 
eins were taken to the coroner s o dice, 
whe^e they were viewed by hundreds 
but nobody seemed to know who they 
were. A few had seen them lounging 
around a day or two before, but that 
was all. 

The remains of Cashier Blachly were 
carried to his home. He leaves a wife 
and several children and was an M 

residejit of this countv.

TnlbiM't of Soatb Carolina HaaaCnrrencT 
Idea. 

WABHWOTOif, Sept 8.— Among tha 
many onrranoy schemes the newest is 
that proposed by Mr. Talbert of South 
Carolina. The bill which he attempted 
to introduce in the house Wednesday 
for the enlargotm.'nt of the volume i>i 
currency uml the distributiDii of the 
same, provider that upon t)ie demand 
of any state, the secretary of tin- treas- 
ury be (iirci.tt'(l to is>uo government 
notes, whic!: wde^ shM \>e a legal ten- 
der for all dcbtrt, public and private, 
and shall be non-intfri'st bearing, and 
an amount of said noies not to exceed 
f30 per cajjita shall by tlie secretary of 
the treasury l)e issued to such state. 

The state making a demand shall de- 
liver to the secretary the lawful bonds 
of the state to the full amount i>i gov- 
ernment notes demanded, and such 
bonds shall be taxable at the rate of 1 
per cent, .'^aid tax to be covered into the 
treasury before A pril 1 of each year by 
the proper statu authorities; said bonds 
to fall due at the axpiration of Wyaars 

from their diito. 

Each Biute to which notes may he is- 
sued (shiill make i^rovision for the <lis- 
tiibutiun of the Mame an it may deem 
best tor the welfare of the inhabitants 
thereof.
